Balloting . will lake place from 



10 a.m. until 4 p.in; today. Polls 
have been set up in the gymnasium 
and occupy the entire length' of the 
left hand end of the floor. Voters 
will proceed through the several 
voting stations commencing at the 
end adjacent to the canteen. They 
will be required to furnish. identifi- 
cation before voting. For those resi- 
dent on the campus, meal tickets 
will suffice, while for commuters 
and others not possessing a meal 
ticket, library coupons, undergrad- 
uate society cards or other suitable 
idenlifleation must be shown. With 
the ballot, boxes open continuously 
for six hoprs from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
it Is anticipated that all students 
will have the opportunity to vote. 
"Early voting by those who can", 
laid Mr. Hilliard, "will help to 
avoid, .queues during the later 
hours."

Join Forces 
In W.F.D.Y. 



■ The World Federation of Demo- 
cratic Youth held an informational 
meeting in Channing Hall on Octo- 
ber. 23. This organization consists 
of a number of youth groups which 
are Joining forces with the general 
purpose of bettering the lot of 
youth the world over. 

The conference Is the first in 
Canada, and ombng the societies 
that sent representatives' to the 
conference are the .YWCA, the 
YIXHA, Anglican, United Church, 
and Unitarian youth groups, the 
Montreal Jewish Youth Council, 
McGIll committee of the NFCUS, 
McGIll SCM and Veterans* Society, 
the Federation of Labour and a 
number of unions. Jeunesse Inter- 
Allies, the Canadian legion, and 
youth sections of all political par- 
ties. 

- Delegates heard Doris Senk, who 
represented the US ' at thé World 
Youth Conference, outline the alms 
of tho organization,; and Leon Da- 
vIcho, 'a McGIll student who was 'a 
Yugoslav partisan during the war, 
'spoke on his summer^s trip to 
Yugoslavia. He stressed the role of 
young people In European rccon- 
sUructlon, making particular men- 
tion of his native country's Youth 
Hallway. 

Rev. Cyril H. Powles, dean of the 
Diocesan College, and Joseph, or- 
ganizer In the International Fur 
and Leather Worker's Union, were

Past work, future work and elec- 
tion of officers will be the main 
points on . the agenda at the first 
general meeting of the McGill Stu- 
dents' Veterans' Society on Tues- 
day, October 20, In the Union Ball- 
room at 5 p.m. 

Open to all student veterans at 
McGill, this first meeting of the 
1044-47 session will concern: Itself 
mainly in acquainting ex-setvlce- 
men with the purpose, and fun.ction- 
of The Society, as well as reporting 
on the work which has already 
been done. 

' Len Starkey, president of the 
M.S.V.S., will present a general out- 
"^inc of the past work of thq Society, 
dealing mainly with the positive 
aspects of the organization's accom- 
plishments toward the understand- 
ing and the alleviation of the vet- 
erans' problems. Special emphasis 
will be placed upon, the '.question- 
naires which have been 'distributed, 
the briefs which have been sent 
to the proper government author- 
ities, and the National Conference 
of Student Veterans which was 
held last December, and which was 
inaugurated by the McGIll Society. 
' Future work of the organization 
will be discussed on the basis of 
the results compiled from the re- 
cent questionnaire which The So- 
ciety issued. The work and atti- 
tudes of The Society .toward em- 
ployment,' ■ housing, and finances 
will be determined by the evidence 
manifested on the completed ques- 
tionnaires. The work of compiling 
these results Is In progress now. 

A report on housing will be ten- 
dered by John Swlfzman, Housing 
director, while reports on member- 
ship and finances will also be 
heard. 

Rounding out the agenda will be 
the elections of officers who will 
constitute the new executive body 
of The Society, and who will carr}* 
on the future work in the 1048-47 
session.

Intercollegiate 
contests. The Purple and White 
visitors emerged witli n 12-7 vic- 
tory, but not witliout having 
their lead placed in jeopardy on 
scvcrAl occasions in the closing 
miniitcs.' 

Enthusiastic Crowds 

It was a crowd-pteasing, spine- 
tingling contest that' thrilled the 
grid fans who s^varmed into every 
available nook and cranny at Mol- 
son Stadium. Wide open football 
was featured by both squads, and 
the stands were kept In continual 
uproar, as the Red and Purple 
crews clashed in unrelenting bat- 
tle. 

In the initial half It looked as If 
the Miislangs were going to repeat 
their easy victory of the previous 
week as they rolled Into scoring 
position tim'e aiid again. Their 
first opportunity came when Bob 
Macfarlarie attempted a placement 
from McGlU's 36 yard line, but . 
John Newman drove through to 
block the kick. 

Farley Leads Offensive 

A couple of minutes later the 
London lads were moving again, 
as Cihocki Intercepted a McGIil 
pass at the Redmen's SO yard line. 
The great Mustang offensive, 
sparked in AMs Instance by Dick 
Farley, carried the ball to a first 
down on the Red five yard stripe 
But a spirited McGill wing line 
led by Captain Alan Mann threw 
the Metras men for a total loss of 
twenty yards on the next three 
plays. 

Mann, who played a terrific game 
at snapback for the Redmen, dis- 
tinguished himself a few plays 
later when he intercepted a West- 
ern pass and ran the ball 25 yards 
to midtield. 

McGill Rallies 
At the start of the second quar-

Meals, will be served from 8.00 to 
p.30 a.m.. from 12.30 to 2.00 p.m., 
and from 6.00 to 7.00 p.m. 

Dr. Roscoe pointed out that the 
cafeteria will remain open Satur- 
days and Sundays so that out-of- 
town students who live in rooms 
will be able to obtain low priced 
yet nourishing meals throughout 
the week and not; only . on school

IDENTinCA'nON CARDS 

In order to make certain that 
the cafeteria caters only to women 
at the University, students arc 
asked to bring cither their athletic 
book's or library cards when they 
first visit the cafeteria. Upon pres- 



entation of ■ these, they will be 
Issued special identification cards 
which, will have to be shown to the 
cashier each time food is' bought. 
GYM REMODELLED 

The lower gj'm of R.V.C. has been 
completely remodelled and is now 
the site of thé (new cafeteria. The 
^bles are of crushed cherry colour 
with chairs on chrome stands. 
Clothes - lockers line ' both walls of 
the corridor' outside' the cafeteria; 
and students arc urged to obtain 
locker keys for this session. 
KITCHEN ENLARGED 

The large kitchen, which caters 
to both the new cafeteria and the 
dining room for residents of 
R.V.C., turning out approximately 
1,600 meals a day, has, also been 
enlarged and remodelled along 
most modem lines. The latest in 
dishwashing apparatus, refrigerator 
storage space, and' service pantry 
arc In use here. . 

NEW LOUNGE 

Just opposite the cafeteria the 
McGIll Women's Union has pro 
vlded a spacious lounge -which will 
soon be completely furnished and 
available at all times for the use 
of the, students.

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Dawson Elections 

The recent faculty elections and the periodic 
club elections which have taken place on the 
campus recently appear to have exhausted the 
variations on the election theme. However, to- 
day's elections at Dawson College may be con- 
sidered far more, important than tho usual in 
that the results will have a pVofound influence 
on the success or failure of student endeavour 
at Dawson, which, jn turn, will affect the atti- 
tude and happincts of every student at St. Johns. 

\\ e have already made periodic reference to 
the difference in statua of Btudcnts and student 
government at Dawson, duo in the main to the 
infancy of McGill's latest brunch. There has not 
been the usual period of trial and error which 
often brings best results only after niany years; 
nor has there been a system of precedents by 
which students could measure the relative im- 
portance of tile various phases of student life 
and government. 

This election, however, sees a happier state 
of affairs than has existed at Dawson since Us 
inception. The early period of disorganization 
has largely been overcome, while many of the 
small and seemingly unimportant things, which 
m actuality make the difference between a satif- 
ficd and a dissatisfied sluticnt, have been includ- 
ed among campus facilities-. 

Still, the campus cannot be expected to. func- 
tion by itself, nor throygh the efforts of staff 
alone. There is a dire need for student sclf- 
governmentr-for representation which ywill en- 
sure the fulfillment of student wislics. It is for 
this that the students arc going to the polls to- 
day. 

The platforms of the variou.s candidates have 
appeared in tlic columns of TIic Daily. There 
has been a well-attended meeting at which can- 
fiidatcs have been introduced, and where' they 
Ipresentcd their aims for improvement once 
agam. There is no excuse for not voting. The 
atmosphere of a small campus where all students 
arc grouped together within a limited Rica 
should normally be conducive to a pood spirit. 
One of the ways in which this spirit may be 
manifested is by a good turnout today ab the 
polls.— A.K.

"Wc 
must trust", said Dr. Bohr, "that 
the fate of all mankind will not 
end, but will lead to peaceful co* 
operation between nations." 

The convocation prayer was giv- 
en by Rev. Clifford Knowlcs, ttu- 
deni's counsellor at Cawson Col- 

An overflow audience crowded 
Moysc Hall for the ceremonies, 
which were attended by many vis- 
iting scientists, including Dr. C. J. 
MacKenzIc, chairman of the Na- 
tinnnl Rc?cnrrli Council of Cana- 
da. His Worship Msyor C. J. Houdc 
was prcsrnt. 

FoUowinR the convocation cere- 
mony, a vlnil of irfspcetion was 
made to the radiation laboratory 
and the cyclotron. Placed on exhib- 
ition were the relatively simple 
homemade instruments used by 
Rutherford in his hlrtoric research 
work. The cyclotron, «ecotid largest 
in the world, and the first in Cana- 
da, provided the highlight of the 
inspection lour. It is expected that 
the 275 ton instrument will be in 
actual operation by next summer. 

After the official parly had in- 
spected the laboratories, the build- 
ing was open to the public, and 
several hundred visitors were ,iblc 
to see the cyclotron.

Niels Bohr, Physicist, Outimes 
Development of Atomic Boiiil^

Professor Niels Hcnrik David 
Bohr, one of , the world's foremost 
theoretical physicists, was the prin- 
cipal speaker at the Convocation in 
Moysc Hall last Friday. 

McGill University, Dr. Bohr ob- 
served, while connected with many 
fields of learning, is held in espe- 
cially high esteem by physicists as 
the "place where the foundation 
was laid for so large a part of our 
modern physics". It was Ernest 
Rutherford, following the work of 
Becquerel and Ihc Curies, who 
brought forth the view that in 
radio-active phenomena r.-c were 
concerned with the s^pontaneous 
transformation of the atom itself. 
Rutherford amassed an enormous 
amount of evidence concerning the 
transformations of whole families of 
atoms, studying at the same time 
the rridiatlons which accompanies 
these clianye». 

Fundamental Discovery . 

From the MacOonald Professor- 
ship, Rutherford was called to the 
Unlver.^ity of Manchester, where 
he soon gathered together a group 
of "young and enthusiastic ' phy.si- 
cii!.s from various parts of ihe 
world. Here he came to the fun- 
damental discovery, of the atomic 
nucleus. Planck's quantum theory 
was then used to explain some of 
the many problems, and this "in- 
augurated a whole new era in na- 
tural philosophy". Dr. Bohr paid 
tribute to I3r. John S. Fn.'tcr. i)rc;- 
ent occupant of the MacDoiiald 
Professorship, for his work on the 
effect of an electric field on spec- 
tra lines, which he described as 
offering "evidence of great Im- 
portance for the testing of new 
ideas". 

Radio Activity 

"Another milestone," ti;c speak- 
er continued, "wa.-. the discovery 
of ûitificial radioactivity by the 
daughter and son-in-law of the 
immortal Curiet." 

Practical applications for ilif.^c 



radioactive isotopes is found in the 
study of biological process. The 
construction of the cyclotron by 
Dr. Lawrence, Fcrmis studies in 
nuclear impact, and the splitting 
of the Uranium nucleus by Dr. 
Hahn, one-time student of Ruther- 
ford at McGill, were also cited as 
significant advances. 

The aloniii; bomb project, which 
W.1S unpar.-illeled in the resouccs at 
its disposal, has offered new prO' 
spects for science, industry, medi- 
cine, and other fields or human 
welfare. Yet the "formidable pow- 
ers of destruction" of the bomb 
entail grave dangers unless an 
agreement 'concerning its control 
can be realised "in due time". 

Dr. Bohr concluded his address

by slating that the spirit behind 
the investigations he had described 
was the desire to increase our 
knowledge and deepen our under- 
standing. This was the spirit in 
which Rutherford laboured here at 
McGill, and the new Radiation 
Laboratory, Dr. Bohr said, is 
"based on traditions as fine as we 
can provide". 

Dr. Bohr ircquently spoke of a 
new discovery as the result of a 
"fruitful intcrnnliniial collabor- 
ation." .Mso, with n great modesty, 
he failed to mention hi^ own part 
in the development of modern phy- 
sics. 

New Atom. 

In 1012 Bohr joined the Ruther- 
ford group at Manchester, having 
fpcnt a year in post-doctoral work 
with Sir J. J. Thomson al the Cav- 
endish Laboratory, Cambridge. .\t 
thi.s time, the group was* u'usorbcd 
in tracing out thu consequences of 
Rutherford's discovery of Ihe atom- 
ic nucleus. The new atom consisted 
of a nucleus at the centre, sur- 
rounded at comparatively great dis- 
tances by electrons, in the same 
way that the sun is surrounded by 
the planets. 

Dr. Bohr, in applying the quan- 
tum theory, modified this Ruther- 
ford conception. In the "Bohr atom", 
electrons could, if undisturbed, cir- 
cle the nucleus in any one of sev- 
eral orbits. If thib balance were 
upset, however, the electron would 
jump to an inner orbil, emitting 
radiations of a frequency determin- 
ed by quantum considerations. 
CORRESrONDE.VCE PRINCIPLE 

Niels Bohr is the author of two of 
the guiding principles of atomic 
physics. The first of these, the 
Correspondence Principle, states 
that any conception of the atom 
must go continuously over into the 



old concept as the dimensions be- 
come sufficiently large, while Ihe 
principle of CumplimenLirity 
states that the wave behavior and 
particle behavior of an atom arc 
complemcniary and mutually ex- 
clusive. 

Dr. Bohr, who is the founder of 
the Institute for Theoretical Physics 
in Copenhagen, was in Denmark 

when the Germans entered. He 
immediately .'topped all work as a 
protest, finally g"ing to Sweden in 
a fishing boat. From there he was 
l\o\vn to England in the bomb-bay 
of an R.A.F. Mosquito, and even- 
tually reached Los Alamos, Ne .v 
.Mexico. 

.McGILL LAST TO IIO.SOL'K 
In giving Dr. Bohr the degree of 
Doctor of Science, honoris causa, 
.McGill is the last of a distinguished 
group of institutions lo honor him. 
He came to Montreal with honor- 
ary degrees from Oxford. Edin- 
burgh, and 'Oslo, among others, the 
Huges Medal of the Royal Society, 
and the Nobel Prize.
